PRIVATE MEETING. 


Th« Farnellltei Hold a Convention In tbe 


City of .Dublin. 


Dublin, April 21.—There were 160 


prominent Parnellites present at the 
convention summoned to meet in the 
city by John E. Redmond. The meet- 
ing was private. A resolution was 
adopted providing for the formation 
of an independent Irish league in 
which agrarian interests are not to be 
dominant and -which will be founded 
upon "the broader and sounder basis 
of independent political action for the 
benefit of the whole Irish nation." 


The object of the league will be 


"civil and religious liberty and no 
further interference of priests In poli- 
tics; absolute independence of alli- 
ances with any English party and re- 
verting to the old demand for co-or- 
dinate parliament: the principle of 
federalism in Mr. Gladstone's home 
rule proposals, and manhood suffrage 
which will give the Parnellites a.polit- 
ical majority In Ireland." 


Election! In Illinois. 


Chicago, April 21.—-Municipal elec- 


tions were held throughout Illinois. 
Reports received indicate that party 
lines were not sharply drawn. Streat- 
or, Centralia, Pontlac, Bloomington,

laboiitory of the University of Michi- 
gan to determine thn strength of welded 
joints arc of sufficient practical value 
to he noted. The report shows that of n 
number of specimens tested not onu 
broke in the weld. As, however, somo 
nf these were, slightly larger at; tho 
weld, another set of specimens was pre- 
pared and :i cnt taken from each in tho 
latho in order to reduco the piece to a 
uniform diameter throughout its length 
between thn jaws of the testing machine, 
and common round iron was used. Un- 
der this nrranyenient three bars of metal 
were taken at random—dimensions 1 \:', 
inches Ion.™ and three-fourths of an inch 
iu diameter—frnm each bar four fpeei- 
nien.s brinR prepared—oun solid, ono 
lap welded, 01.10 butt welded and ono' 
split weldt-d. The result was thai; only 
two specimens, both lap welded, broke 
at or near thn weld, the fracture lioiufi 
in one caso slightly crystalline and tho 
other fibrons, the slronjjtu in no ease 


iTeriDg much from that of tho solid 


parts.

advanced by the Republicans to defend 
their course also added to the fun. The 
idea of a grown man like Mr. Hepburn 
carelessly admitting that the antitrust 
amendment would defeat the purpose 
of the tariff bill and thun solemnly as- 
severating that i! the amendment were 
adopted those who wanted wdbl or any- 
thing elsa on the free list would merely 
get up a pretended trust!

The motive of tho Republicans is

Diamond*. 


The Freacb investigator M. Mascart 


arranged a dark room, in which a col- 
lection of 150 diamonds was placed. On 
one side was an attenuating cnrreut arc 
lamp. The lens was covered with violet 
covered glass, so that only ultra violet 
rays were thrown on the diamonds, 
among which were several old Indian, 
Brazilian ami Capo stones, and some 
from the South Africa diggings. Of the 
entire collection only three diamonds 
tvere phosphorescent. A Brazilian stone 
of 14jj carats and another of 8 caratt 
showed this property in a marked 
degree. They were perfectly white, 
with a bluish tint. The phosphorescence 
lasted for 15 minutes after exposure, 
gradually lessening in intensity. Pure 
white light was used, resulting in e 
less beautiful experiment, although 
phosphorescence was apparent This test 
demonstrated that some diamonds, but 
not all, possess the power of absorbing 
light and emitting it in the dark.

Cu- 
riously enough, the rifle barrel costs 
less than the receiver in a repeating 
rifle. In the single shot rifle the 
barrel is the most expensive part. 
The number of parts varies m the 
various models of rifles, even of the 
game makes, and tho latest models 
do not necessarily contain the small- 
est number of parts, though the 
tendency has been to simplify the 
weapons as much as possible. A re- 
peating shotgun has about 60 parta 


There is a great variety of rifle 


cartridges on the market now, and 
more are being brought out to meet 
the demands of rifle cranks who see 
a difference in accuracy of a rifle 
using 20 grains of powder and one 
using 21 grams of powder. 


The 22 caliber rifle is the one most 


commonly used. Twelve kinds of 
cartridges are listed for it, and to 
these must be added blank car- 
tridges. The short cartridge car- 
ries 3 grains of powder and 30 grains 
of lead. The short, with a hollow 
pointed bullet, has only 27 grains of 
lead. An ordinary long cartridge 
has a load of o grams of powder to 
30 grains of lead. A "long rifle'' 
has 5 grains of powder and 40 grains 
of lead. Another cartridge carries 
7 grains of powder to 45 grains ol 
lead. An "extra long" has 7 grains 
of powder behind 40 grains of lead. 
There are two centrallire cartridges, 
ono of -which carries 13 grains of 
powder and 45 grains of lead, tho 
other 8 grains of powder with a 
similar bullet. These cartridges aro 
also loaded with smokeless powder, 
charges varying from 11-2 grains 
of powder and 30 grains of lead to 
6 grains, of powder with 45 grains of 
lead. 


There arc 30 kinds of 43 caliber 


rifle cartridges and charges, ranging 
from 5 grams of powder behind a 
140 grain round bullet to 123 grains 
of powder behind 300 grains of lead. 
The largest bulle.ts are not always 
fired by the most powder. The gov- 
ernment's old 45 caliber rifle had a 
charge of 70 grains of powder be- 
hind 500 grains of lead, a charge 
warranted to kick ..a shoulder black 
and blue every time. The Danish 
military nfie carried CO grains of 
powder and 3SO grains of lead. 


There are 10 rifle calibers, as fol- 


lows: 22, 23, So, 30, 32, 38, 40, 42, 
43, 44, 45, 46, 50, 56, 58. Besides 
these there are huge shoulder weap- 
ons, used in killing elephants and 
other thick skinned animals, and 
special rifles, such as GO caliber tiger 
guns. The 42 caliber rifle has but 
two styles of cartridges, while tho 
45 caliber, which was the standard 
military gauge, has 32 kinds li&ted. 
—New York Sun.

A little o\er half a cvntury ago a 
church AV.<-» ihu-5 founded near the 
hi'.sit <ji the city, usidthe descendant 
congregation today occupier, one of 
the am-t magnificent stone churches 
n the South Sido, There are still 
living in Chicago >c-veral old set- 
tiers who were living at tho time 
this remarkable project had its in- 
ception, but there are not many of 
them bold enough to tell the story. 


In the latter part of tho thirties 


and early forties there were no citi- 
zens of Chicago noted for their 
riches. At this time there wero few 
churches in Chicago. Indeed there 
were scarcely over half a doaen in J 
the whole town, which did not num- 
ber over 3.000 inhabitants. Fora 
number of broad and liberal gentle- 
men from the east there was no 
church of tho denomination with' 
which they had affiliated at their 
old homes. Tho pioneers often re-1 
gretted the fact that there was no 
church of their favorite creed, but 
they were all comparatively poor 
men and didn't feel able to build a' 
church immediately. Each one felt 
that ho would be glad to contribute 
a small amount for the erection of 
a building, but thought ho could 
offer only to small a sum that it 
would seem almost ridiculous. 


One night, during the progress of 


a little poker game in the rear of 
one of the stores, a bright thought 
entered the inind of one of the play- 
ers. 
t 


"I'll tell you what we'll do," paid 


one of the players. "Let's start a 
building fund by having a 'rakooff* 
from the table every night wo play, 
and when wo accumulate enough 
we'll start building our .church." 


"That's just the thing," agreed 


every other player at the tablo 
"We will have a 'kitty' for the 
church." 


So it was straightway agreed that 


15 per cent of all the winnings 
should be put down the hole in the 
middle of the table and left to accu- 
mulate in tho box uuringeach even- 
ing for a church building fund. The 
scheme was a great success.

They are sup- 
posed to be taken out of. slavery and 
freed, but I fail to see how this am 
be «rgued out. They are taken from 
these villages and shipped south, to 
be soldiers, workers, etc., on the 
state stations, and what were peace- 
ful families have been broken tip. 
and the different members spread 
•about the place. They have to be 
made fast and guarded for trans- 
portation, or they .-would all run 
away. This does not look as though 
tho freedom promised has any se- 
ductive prospects. 


The young children thus "liber- 


ated" are handed over to the French 
mission stations, where they receive 
the kindest care, but nothing justi- 
fies this form of serfdom. I can un- 
derstand the state compelling na- 
tives to do a certain amount of work 
for a certain time, but to take peo- 
ple forcibly from their homes and 
dispatch thorn here and there, break- 
ing up families, is not right. I shall 
learn moro about this :on the way 
and at Kabarabarre. If these condi- 
tions aro to exist, I fail to see how 
tho antislavcry movement is to ben- 
efit tha native.
